Ella was elected to the Board of Trustees of Gale Library in 1948. 
For twenty-seven years she has served on the board taking hex turn as 
Chairman, Secretary and Treasurer, until in 1965 she became the 
permanent Treasurer. Since 1965, when Gale Library entered the 
Library Development Program, she has worked untiringly towards 
meeting the goals set for an affiliated library. She was the library’s first 
delegate to the Southeast District Library Council when it was created 
in 1965 and continued in this capacity for six years. She served on the 
Council’s Bylaws Committee and was later appointed to the Program 
and Activities Committee. She has spark-plugged the work so necessary 
for Gale Library to meet the affiliated status such as an updating of the 
card catalog begun in 1966, adding increased hours open, writing and 
adopting of the library policies, encouraging the librarian to attend 
courses at U.N.H., and many other details. When Gale Library’s set of 
policies was approved by the officials of the N.H. State Library they 
included a commendation listing it as one of the best and most com- 
prehensive within the state, a tribute to Ella’s hard work. 

She has served Newton as a member of the School Committee from 
1945 to 1954 and as a Cemetary Trustee for a three year term beginning 
in 1959. 

Ella is a true native being born here and even attending school in 
what is now Gale Library. She will be greatly missed at the library 
by the Trustees, staff and patrons. We know she will always be inter- 
ested in and contributing her library knowledge to us in our struggle 
to have Gale Library on the affiliated list. The Town of Newton owes 
her a very deep debt of gratitude and love.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newton in the County or 
Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at ten o‘clock in said Town Hall on 
Tuesday, the 4th day of March, next at ten of the clock in the forenoon, 
to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 

3. Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendments #1, 2.and 3 
as proposed by the Planning Board for the Town Building Code 
Ordinance? 

4. To hear the reports of Town Officers and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

5.. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to hire 
money in anticipation of taxes. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell 
property acquired by Tax Collector’s deed or through Old Age Assist- 
ance, or any other property of the Town not used for public purpose. 

7. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate $337.11 to receive 
$2,247.42 that the State will contribute for Class V Roads. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not 
to exceed $500.00 (five hundred), to be paid as rent to the Newton 
Junction Firemen’s Association for the year 1975, said rent not to 
exceed the amount of taxes assessed against the Newton Junction 
Firemen’s Association for the year 1975 and any sum in excess of the 
taxes to be returned by said Association to the Town. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $600 (six hundred) for ambulance service by the Town of Kingston 
for the year 1975. 

10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $50 for the Sea Coast Regional Development Association. 

11. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $1,200 
for the Greater Salem Community Mental Health Centre. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$30,000 (thirty thousand) for preliminary work at the Newton dis- 
posal area in an attempt to conform to State and Federal pollution 
standards, for either an Incineration plant or a Sanitary land fill system, 
and to engage a qualified engineering firm for this purpose. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to raise the Salary of the Fire Chief 
from $300 to $600, and appropriate the money for this purpose.

14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,000 (five thousand) to be put into a Capital Reserve Fund toward 
the future purchase of fire equipment. 

15. Under Provisions of New Hampshire Rev. Statutes Annotated 
Chapter 41:47, to see if the Town will vote to remove the office of 
Constable from the ballot. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to rescind the action taken on 
Article 12 at the 1974 Town Meeting and return the sum of $25,000 
(twenty-five thousand) plus the interest that has accrued to the General 
Revenue Sharing Account. 

17. Upon petition of the Conservation Commission to see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $400 (four hundred) 
from Revenue Sharing Funds for the construction of a fire protection 
road on town forest land, Hadley Road. 

18. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $16,000 
(sixteen thousand) from the Revenue Sharing Funds to construct a new 
bridge at the outlet of Country Pond in Websters Grove. 

19. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $4,400 
(four thousand and four hundred) from the Revenue Sharing Funds 
for the purchase of a new Police cruiser to replace the 1973 cruiser. 

20. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $1,500 
(one thousand and five hundred) from the Revenue Sharing Funds to 
purchase firemen’s helmets for the use by the Newton Fire Department. 

21. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $900 
(nine hundred) from the Revenue Sharing Funds to purchase an electric 
pump for use by the Newton Fire Department. 

22. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
purchase the Kelly lot on Main Street and to release the $5,000 (five 
thousand) appropriated last year from Revenue Sharing Funds for this 
purpose. Said lot to be used for new site for Gale Library. 

23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $15,000 (fifteen thousand) from the Revenue Sharing Funds for the 
purpose of preparing the lot and moving the Gale Library building. 

24. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $2,000 
(two thousand) from the Revenue Sharing Funds, to be added to last 
years appropriation, for the construction of a recreational area on the 
land owned by the Recreation and Conservation Commissions. 

25. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $6,000 
(six thousand) from the Revenue Sharing Funds for the construction 
of a double tennis court on the land under control of the Recreation 
and Conservation Commissions. 

26. Upon petition of Earl E. Morse Jr. and ten or more legal voters 
of the Town of Newton, N.H. to see if the Town will vote that no one 
from outside of the Town of Newton shall be on the Newton Police 
Dept. or Fire Dept. as a paid employee.

27. Upon petition of Earl E. Morse Jr. and ten or more legal voters 
of the Town of Newton, N.H. to see if the Town will vote to change 
existing By-Laws of the Newton Fire Dept. whereby the Fire Chief shall 
be on the Town Ballot and be voted on for a three (3) Year Term by 
the voters of the Town of Newton. This petition shall be acted upon 
by paper ballot. 

28. Upon petition of Earl E. Morse Jr. and ten or more legal voters 
of the Town of Newton, N.H. to see if the Town will vote to adopt a 
policy whereby any item or article purchased by any department head 
in the Town of Newton, if in excess of $100 (one hundred) shall be 
put out for Public bidding in the usual manner according to Law. 

29. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
the meeting.

REPORT OF TOWN MEETING 
MARCH 6, 1974 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Horace R. 
Williams, who called on Dr. William Litterick, Pastor of the Newton 
Junction Baptist Church for the Invocation. 


The Moderator read the results of the balloting on Articles I and 28 


on Tuesday, March 5, 1974. 


ARTICLE 2. On a motion by Donald B. Norman, it was voted to 
raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town charges

for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 
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ARTICLE 3. On a motion by William A. Baker, it was voted to ac- 
cept the reports of the Town Officers as printed in the Town Report. 


ARTICLE 4. Ona motion by Mr. Norman, it was voted to authorize 
the Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 5. It was voted to authorize the Selectmen to sell property 
acquired by Tax Collector’s deed or through Old Age Assistance, or 
any other property not used for public purpose. 


ARTICLE 6. On a motion by Mr. Baker, it was voted to raise and 
appropriate $338.52 to receive $2,256.79 that the State will contribute 
for Class V roads. 


ARTICLE 7. On a motion by Mr. Norman, it was voted to raise 
and appropriate a sum not to exceed $500.00, to be paid as rent to 
the Newton Junction Firemen’s Association for the year 1974, said 
rent not to exceed the amount of Taxes assessed against the Newton 
Junction Firemen’s Association for the year 1974 and any sum in ex- 
cess of the Taxes to be returned by said Association to the Town. 


ARTICLE 8. On a motion by Mrs. Alice G. Knowles, it was voted 
to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,200.00 for the Greater Salem 
Community Mental Health Centre. 


ARTICLE 9. On a motion by Mr. Baker, it was voted to raise and 
appropriate $250.00 to purchase two resuscitators for use by the 
Police Department. 


ARTICLE 10. It was voted to raise and appropriate up to $1,000.00 
for the purchase of a photocopying machine for the use of the Select- 
men and other Town Officers. 


ARTICLE 11. Mr. Baker made a motion and it was seconded that 
the Town appropriate $38,006.00, plus interest that has accrued thereon, 
for the planning engineering and initial construction of a water system 
for the Town, and approve withdrawal of said amount from the 


Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State 
and Local Assistance Act of 1972. 


Dr. Litterick made an ammendment and it was seconded that the 
motion be tabled until after Article 27 is considered. It was voted in 
the affirmative. 


Mr. Baker made a motion and it was seconded that we take up 
Articles 12 through 26 after Article 27 is voted on. The motion was 
ammended that after Article 27 is voted on we go back to Article 11. 
The ammendment and the ammended motion received an affirmative 
vote. 


ARTICLE 27. On a motion by Mr. Baker, it was voted to appro- 
priate the sum of $6,000.00 for the planning engineering and installation 
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of test wells, observation wells and test well pumping, as an initial step 
in the construction of a complete water system for the Town, and 
approve the withdrawal of the said amount from the Revenue Sharing 
Fund established under provisions of the State and Local Assistance 
Act of 1972. 


ARTICLE II. Mr. Baker withdrew his motion on this article, the 
seconding was also withdrawn. On a motion by Mr. Clifford R. Bryer, 
it was voted that this article be postponed indefinitely. 


ARTICLE 12. Mr. Robert C. Cooper made a motion that the 
Town approve the use of Federal Revenue Sharing Funds in the amount 
of $25,000.00 to defray Newton’s portion of any Capital Expenditures 


incurred by a school building program. The motion was seconded. 


The motion was ammended that after the other warrant articles 
are voted on, the remainder of the Revenue Sharing Funds go to the 
School Needs Committee. An Ammendment of the ammendment was 
made that we appropriate $15,000.00 to this committee and $17,000.00 
be left for other articles. The amendment to the ammendment received 
a negative note. The ammendment also received a negative vote. 


The original motion on this article by Mr. Cooper was voted in 
the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 13. Mr. Bryer moved and it was seconded that the Town 
approve the use of Federal Revenue Sharing Funds in the amount of 
$19,000.00 to establish a fund for expansion and or relocation of the 
Library facilities. 


An ammendment to this motion to change the Article to read 
$7006.00 instead of $10,000.00 was defeated. 


An ammendment to the ammendment was made to make the sum 
of money in this Article $5,000.00 and was accepted. 


An ammendment to the ammendment to the ammendment was 
made that the words “expansion and or’ be delted from the Article 
was defeated. 


It was voted to accept this Article as ammended, “‘to approve the 
use of Federal Revenue Sharing Funds in the amount of $5,000.00 to 
establish a fund for expansion and or relocation of Library facilities.” 


ARTICLE 14. It was voted to rescind the action taken at the 1973 
Town Meeting on Article 20 ($6,000 of Revenue Sharing Funds voted 
by the Town for the purchase of the Newton spur track of the Boston 
& Maine Railroad). 


ARTICLE 15. It was moved and seconded to use the $6,000.00 
appropriated in 1973 Article 20, as it was rescinded, for the construction 
of a double tennis court on Town owned land. The motion received a

negative vote. 


ARTICLE 16. On a motion by Mr. Norman, it was voted to ap- 
propriate $400.00 out of Revenue Sharing Funds for the construction 
of a fire protection road on Town Forest land, Hadley Road. 


ARTICLE 17. It was moved and seconded to establish a Recreation 
Commission, by virtue of the provisions of New Hampshire Revised 
Statutes Annotated (R.S.A.) Chapter 31, Sections 44-50, to consist of 
seven members appointed by the Selectmen. The motion was voted in 
the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 18. On a motion by Mr. Christopher D. Sherrill, it was 
voted to use Federal Revenue Sharing Funds in the amount of $2,000.00 
in innovate a recreation program for the Town. 


ARTICLE 19. It was moved and seconded that the Town turn over 
to the Recreation and Conservation Commissions, jointly, the Currier 
Property on Heath St., approximately 27 acres already owned by the 
Town, for multi-purpose use. On a motion by Mrs. Shirley Sherrill it 
was voted to ammend the Article to read ‘‘Currier-Giles Property.” 
The original motion as ammended was voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 20. It was voted to make the Conservation Commission 


the enforcing board for all laws pertaining to Scenic Roads in the Town 
of Newton, N.H. 


ARTICLE 21. The motion was made and seconded to join the 
Southern Rockingham Regional Planning District Commission and 
appropriate $1,440.00 thereto. The motion received a negative vote. 


ARTICLE 22. The motion was made and seconded to join the 
Strafford-Rockingham Regional Planning Council and authorize the 
Town’s representation to the Southern Rockingham Regional Planning 
District Commission to act as delegates to that Council. The motion 
was defeated. 


ARTICLE 23. It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum of not 
over $500.00 to be used by a committee appointed by the Selectmen, 
to celebrate the 225th Anniversary of the Town of Newton. 


ARTICLE 24. It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$460.09 for a tranquilizer rifle, accessories and portable kennel cage 
for the use of the Dog Officer. 


ARTICLE 25. It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum of not 
over $700.00 for new doors to be installed on the front of the Town 
Hall. 


ARTICLE 26. It was voted to authorize the Selectmen to apply 
for, contract for and accept aid relative to disasters if or when a dis- 
aster should occur within the Town of Newton. 
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earlier by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 29. On a motion by Chester E. Bearce, it was voted to 
form a Water Board of three to five members to work with the Select- 
men for the study of a water system for the Town of Newton. The 
Moderator to appoint the Board. 


The Governor requested the Moderator to ask for an expression of 
opinion of the voters on the question, ‘“‘Do you favor the construction 
of an oilrefinery in New Hampshire so long as it meets all environmental 
requirements?’’ The motion was moved and seconded to approved the 
question. It received a negative vote. 


Mr. Baker asked the opinion of the voters on mosquito spraying. 
The majority present were in favor of having it done. 


The meeting adjourned at 10:15.

REPORT OF 225TH ANNIVERSARY COMMITTEE 


Newton’s 225th anniversary was celebrated by nine days of mem- 
orable events during August. This was the culmination of several months 
work on the part of the steering committee with the cooperation of all 
the people in town. The steering committee appointed by the selectmen 
was; Myrtle B. Rogers, chairman, Olive Rowe, treasurer, Eleanor Baker, 
Richard Boivin, Richard Gordon, and Gordon Cheney. 

The first project to be undertaken was the publication of a town 
history. In the brief time between the town meeting in March and the 
first of July when the book had to be at the printers it was not possible 
to remit the complete town history and inasmuch as the history of 
various organizations in town was readily available the book committee 
decided to concentrate on this phase. The committee was headed by 
Donald P. Wright, Richard Boivin was the printer. Eleanor Baker 
helped organize the ad department. Olive Rowe and another group 
helped with the proofreading. Jeanne McElroy and Lee Gordon helped 
with the typing. Many others were involved whose names I do not have 
at hand. It is hoped that this same group is gathering information 
toward a more complete history for the national bi-centennial. 

Meanwhile, Norma Nason, museum chairman for the Newton 
Historical Society was busy with her committee painting, papering and 
making the Marshall House into a museum for the town. It’s an effort 
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for which we can truly be proud. The Conservation Commission worked 
on the outside of the building and the Garden Club landscaped the 
grounds, while Dewey Bowley put in a parking lot. The members of 
Mrs. Nason’s committee are too numerous to mention, but probably 
busiest among them were Pat Estabrook, Carole Wile and the Zameriowski 
family. 

Richard Boivin chose George Moulaison as his parade co-chairman, 
and together they recruited the John Mardens, Evie Smith, Chuck 
Griggs, Phil Brick, Barbara Goyette, William Ingalls and others. They 
began contacting bands, marching units, special attractions and all the 
wonderful things we enjoy in a parade. 

It is impossible in a small space to list all the pre program activities, 
so I will jump to the calendar of events and list the chairmen and where 
possible some of the committees, and beg forgiveness for omissions. 

Saturday, August 17, the celebration opened with a flag raising 
ceremony at the town hall by the Boy Scouts of Troop 93. A flea 
market was well attended at Baker’s Indian Mound Ski area. Many local . 
organizations and craftsmen had their wares and goodies for sale. At 
11 o’clock the town buildings were opened to visitors and there were 
hosts on hand at each spot with demonstrations or exhibits, snacks and 
souveniers, The Fish and Game Club with it’s shooting demonstration 
and the fire stations were especially: popular with the youngsters. 

On Sunday morning the Roland Roger’s hosted a pancake breakfast 
in their back yard.

Swasey. About eighty guests attended the breakfast. 

At 1 PM a crowd gathered at the Rolla Round for the crowning of 
the Miss Newton and her court. Mr. George Moulaison was ably assisted 
by Sandra Bisson, Chuck and Mary Griggs, Pat Estabrook. 

Winners were: Miss Newton, Bev. Richards, Junior Miss Newton, Liza 
Montoni, Mini Miss Newton, Pam Bearce, Master Newton, Scott 
Fenderson. 

An Arts and Crafts Exhibit and Sale was held at the town hall in 
the afternoon. This was organized by Marsha Bradstreet and Virginia 
Borden. They organized some fine demonstrations of painting, pottery 
making, jewelry, candles, needlework, and woodcrafting. 

Monday was Youth Day. It began with a Bike and Doll carriage 
parade, with over sixty youngsters marching. Ribbons were awarded 
the winners. In the afternoon games were organized and the winners 
were awarded trophies. Nancy Marden and Myrtle Rogers were in 
charge, ably assisted by Pat Estabrook, Marsha Bradstreet, Nancy 
Abruscato, Ginny Stocker, Norma Nason, Rebecca Rogers, David and 
Susan Marden and many others. 

In the evening the Skoo-Bee-Doos and Blazers 4-H held their achieve- 
ment meeting. John and Nancy Marden are the leaders. 
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On Tuesday the Marshall House was open. David Hertrick demon- 
strated candle dipping; Claire Eaton, painting on velvet; Ruth Swasey, 
quilting; Myrtle Rogers, hairpin lace. 

Wednesday evening the town hall was crowded as local talent per- 
formed for an evening of great entertainment. Patricia Carrol was in 
charge. She was assisted by Pat Estabrook, Dick Boivin, Ann Buswell, 
Shelly White, Raylene Comeau. Police Chief Bob Donovan deserves an 
extra thanks, here, for providing sound equipment as the one promised 
for the evening failed to appear. 

Thursday afternoon a Colonial Tea was held at the Marshall House 
under the direction of Marsha Bradstreet, Alice Austin, Alice Locke, 
and Louise Card were official pourers. Other ladies in colonial dress 
were hostesses. Mrs. Lionel Lambert loaned her doll collection for this 


event. 
Inthe evening Krista Kelleher with the help of Evie Smith and other 


members of her committee presented a Fashion Show of gowns from 
the early 1800’s to the present. 

Friday the Marshall House was again open. Ruth Woods gave a 
demonstration of chair caning, Virginia Borden, weaving; Marsha 
Bradstreet, rug making; Connie Rowe showed her collection of antique 
lanterns and Bob Dow, his collection of antique toys. During the eve- 
ning Fire Chief Russell Estabrook, Selectman Dick Gordon and George 
Moulaison were all locked up in the goal for a short time. Later the 
Sillie Hillies defeated the Country Pond Fish and Game Club in a 
softball game. No one can fault the local team however, because the 
antics of the Sillie Hillies team is enough to distract any team. 

Saturday, parade day, dawned bright and clear. The parade units 
began arriving before eleven and the judging began. Governor Thomson 
arrived just in time to award the trophies to Ken Blackden for the First 
Christian Church Float, Donald Miller for the Boy Scout Troop 93 float, 
Harold Gale for an antique hearse, Richard Levis for his ox team, and 
fire company for its truck. 

There were more than 60 units in the parade which was two hours 
long.

Re: Salaries 

The minimum salary - - which we paid during 1974 - - was raised 
from $2.00 to $2.10 on January 1, 1975 and it’s our understanding it 
is to go to $2.20 the middle of the year. This is the rate we have set for 
the Assistant Librarian - - however, we feel Mrs. Reynolds is entitled 
to $2.50 per hour (We understand you have approved $3.00 for clerks, 
and with her gaining professionally we believe her entitled to this raise.) 

Utilities are continually increasing and have figures thus. We did 
not include anything for Postage last year - - this is a MUST. We have 
also included Recordings this year. Many of the children’s books have | 
recordings to go along with them now, and the few we purchased are 
VERY POPULAR and we desire to obtain more this year. 
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Mrs. Reynolds plans to continue courses at UNH and we feel her 
entitled to mileage. (She is most prudent, through car pooling.) Also 
to professional meetings held by the State Library. 

We have endeavored to maintain the same proposals in several areas 
where possible. ““Unexpecteds” arise in every department and thus have

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POLICE CHIEF’S REPORT 

This year, opposed to the last two years, has been a busy one for the 
Police Department. 

Due to the drastic change in the economy, house breaks and armed 
robberies have taken a sharp increase, juvenile complaints are also on 
the rise. 

The Mutual Aid that we organized among the Police Departments a 
year ago has been proven very successful for our town and for the towns 
that it involves. It has been a great value for all types of investigations. 

The Police Department now has a Massachusetts radio installed in the 
cruiser at no charge being donated from the Merrimac Massachusetts 
Police Department, the radio ties us in communications with Amesbury, 
Salisbury, Rowley and Newburyport. In the short time it has been in 
operation it has proven itself of great value. 

The two resuscitators that the town voted for last year has also been 
used many times throughout the year. 

In my estimation, things are going to get alot worse as far as the 
crime rate goes until the economy of the Country is on the rise again. 
Therefore, everyone in the town should become more aware of the 
things going on around them and report anything you see out of the 
way no matter how trivial it may seem to the Police Department so that 
we can combat the crime rate in our town. 

This year also at no cost to the Town we received two major pieces of 
equipment for police operations. One is a new MR-7 moving radar unit 
funded by the New Hampshire Highway Safety Committee. The other 
is a 4 channel base station funded by The Governor’s Commission on 
Crime and Delinquency. Both pieces of equipment will be a great aid 
to the Department. 

Once again I would like to thank you for the support and cooperation 
you have given me and the members of the Police Department, and I 
can continue to assure you of the protection you so well deserve will
